The very next afternoon brought the first run¬ 
ning of the six-furlong Cherry Blossom Stakes 
four three-year-olds came down to the wire un¬ 
der the proverbial blanket and Mrs. N. A.

A few days later, Repetoire added to the 
prestige of Maryland racing by slipping up to 
Jamaica and winning the six-furlong division of 
the Experimental Handicap.

The Maryland Handicap at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth brought the second stakes victory for 
Mrs. Jeffords, for Post Card carried her silks to 
a well-earned two-length triumph over Rokeby 
Stable’s County Delight. 

As Bowie prepared for its 12-day stand of 
sport, a group of officials new to that association 
took over the various offices. 

Goss L. Stryker, former president of Laurel, 
was named executive assistant to M. Hampton 
Magruder, receiver for the Bowie course. Jimmy 
Ross, who for many years was superintendent 
and assistant general manager of Havre de Grace > 
was made manager of the Bowie meeting. 

Charles J. McLennan succeeded John Turner,. 
Sr., in the racing secretary’s office and S. Bryce 
Wing and William L. Harron were named as 
stewards to serve with Joseph F. Flanagan, the 
Racing Commission steward. Joe Blimline was, 
named mutuels manager. 

While Bowie faced the prospect of competing 
with Garden State Park during the second half 
of its two-week meeting, the stakes to be run 
there filled pretty well and it was figured that 
enough horses of class would be available, 
through the splitting of stables by many trainers 
who normally patronize racing both in Maryland 
and New Jersey. 
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Joe Culmone, who was prominent in Maryland 
racing last fall and who finally shared national 
riding honors with Willie Shoemaker, again 
stepped into the spotlight at Laurel. Trophies 
were offered for the leading rider of each half of 
the 24-day meeting and Culmone took down the 
award for the first half, with 15 victories in 12 
days. 

Down at Annapolis, there was a long discus¬ 
sion of racing matters and when the General 
Assembly finally finished its session, two items 
of importance for racing had been approved. 

One of these affected the mile tracks. This 
measure provided that the State take the so- 
called building fund as a tax, thus eliminating 
the necessity of the tracks paying Federal income 
tax on the money prior to the use of the re¬ 
mainder for so-called permanent improvements 
to their plants. 

The other measure raised the take at the 
harness tracks and also at the minor ovals of 
the state. It was designed to give the Maryland 
State Fair Board sufficient funds to carry on its 
vastly important work of agricultural promotion, 
to afford support to the hard-hit Western Mary¬ 
land fair meetings and the slow-growing Eastern 
Shore trotting track, Ocean Downs, near Ocean 
City. 

In addition, provision was made for the re¬ 
moval of any of the half-mile meets in case of 
emergency. Under the new law, should the Army 
again invade the precincts of Timonium, that 
meet can be moved to Bel Air or elsewhere. 

This measure had the blessing of the Racing 
Commission and all the tracks, though there

was some adverse comment from a Harford 
county minority who wondered why some on<j 
hadn’t thought up a relief measure which would 
have permitted Havre de Grace to continue m 
operation. 

However, the fact that Maryland racing iS 
now concentrated at three tracks instead of four? 
generally was considered to be a step in th e 
direction of a revival of the sport and if th 15 
proves true, too much complaint hardly will b~ 
accepted. 

Pimlico’s plans for the spring are moving 
rapidly along. Naturally, the Preakness and the 
Dixie will be the major attractions and consid¬ 
erable interest is being shown in the first run¬ 
ning of the Black Eyed Susan, scheduled to more 
or less replace the Oaks and to be a filly counter¬ 
part of the Preakness. 

After announcing that no more six-furlong 
races would be run out of the bending chute 
at Pimlico, the management had a change 0 
heart and the condition book has been so written 
that races at both six furlongs and at five-and-^j 
half, will be available to horsemen. Checks ^ 
be made to determine which is the more popuh lf 
as well as to see whether racing out of the pt eS ' 
ent three-quarter chute is a detriment to horses 
in certain post positions.

To this are 
eligible all of the 224 Maryland-bred colts, geld¬ 
ings and fillies entered in the series. The race 
will be run at four and one-half furlongs. 

Six or Five-and-a-Half at Pimlico? 

The elimination of six-furlong races at Pim¬ 
lico at the Spring Meeting starting on May 5, 
will not be as absolute as previously announced. 

The condition book for the first ten days of 
the meeting will offer races at both the six- 
furlong distance and at the new five-and-a-half- 
furlong distance, the purpose being to determine 
definitely under similar circumstances the ad¬ 
vantages or disadvantages involved before mak¬ 
ing a complete change. 

Charles J. McLennan, racing secretary, has 
worked out a plan whereby the first condition 
book will contain three races so written that 
horsemen would make their entries to run at 
either five and a half or six furlongs, the exact 
distance to be determined by a drawing, at 
which one-half of the entries would run at the 
shorter distance and the other half at the longer 
distance. The remaining sprint races in the same 
book would call for five and a half furlongs in 
races limited to three-year-olds, and in all other 
sprint events for four-year-olds and up, the dis¬ 
tance will be at six furlongs. There will be no 
limitation on the number of sprint races, but the 
emphasis will be on races over a distance of 
ground. 

The plans call for at least one race a day 
limited to fillies or mares, and there will be not 
less than one two-year-old event for each of the 
nineteen days. Whenever possible, should condi¬ 
tions warrant, a two-year-old race will be offered 
as a substitute.

Wing, a native of New York, first came to 
Maryland in 1916 with F. Ambrose Clark on a 
fox-hunting trip. Annual visits to ride with the 
Harford Hounds heightened Wing’s interest in 
Maryland and its background of hunting and 
racing and in 1929 he purchased a large farm 
in the Jarrettsville area and settled his family 
in this state. 

His association with horses and racing goes 
back to 1905 when he began galloping horses for 
his father, who had a stable of jumpers at Mill- 
brook, N. Y. From that time until 1915 he rode 
at hunt meetings and point-to-point races until 
increasing weight put him on the retired list. 

Wing served as captain in the United States 
Remount Service during World War I. He was 
wounded and cited during the Battle of Mont- 
faucon and later became chief remount officer of 
the army of occupation at Coblenz. 

Following the war, Wing interested himself 
in racing around New York, serving on the 
board of many race meetings; on committees in 
New York, New Jersey and Maryland and work¬ 
ing at some of these meetings as judge, steward 
and clerk of scales. 

He was elected an officer and director of the

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United Hunts Association in 1925 and prior to 
that had been elected a member of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association, which super¬ 
vises and manages all steeplechasing and hunt 
racing in this country. 

In 1939, he was placed on the Board of 
Stewards of this association and in 1948 was 
elected president, a position he continues to hold. 

While vice president at Laurel under the 
Maryland Jockey Club regime, Wing took a 
major interest in steeplechasing over this track’s 
popular infield-jumping course. However, this 
greensward is now being converted into a turf 
course for flat racing and the jumpers will no 
longer patronize Laurel. 

William L. Brann 

As we go to press comes a brief word from 
William L. Brann, Jr., stating that his father, 
the late William L. Brann, had passed away at 
his winter home, Boynton Beach, Florida, the 
morning of April 11. The 73-year-old breeder 
is survived by his wife, son and daughter, all 
of whom were with him at the time of his death. 

William Leavitt Brann was a native of south¬ 
ern Indiana and as a boy came to New York 
City. He later entered the advertising and pro¬ 
motion field, and eventually had his own agency. 
He handled the eastern advertising for Mont¬ 
gomery Ward, and is credited with originating 
the catalog of that famed mail order house. 

Brann came into racing in 1928 upon his re¬ 
tirement from business, when he formed a part¬ 
nership with Robert S. Castle, head of the ad¬ 
vertising department of Montgomery Ward, 
purchasing an interest in some horses owned by 
Castle. They established the Branncastle Stable. 
The extent to which he was to become interested 
in the sport probably never occurred to the re¬ 
tired advertising executive at the outset. In his 
own words, he and Castle were "two tired and 
retired business men, who turned to racing and 
breeding for recreation.” 

There were only two horses in the Branncastle 
Stable, with Molasses Jane, later dam of many 
winners, the star. The partners planned to buy 
additional racing stock, but they were desirous 
too of breeding their own and looked about for 
a farm in Maryland or Virginia. They finally 
established Branncastle Farm at Walkerville, in 
Frederick County, Maryland, with the mares 
Sweepless and Black and Yellow as the nucleus 
of the nursery. After a few years Brann acquired 
full interest in the farm and renamed it Glade 
Valley. 

Here were bred such as Challedon, Gallorette, 
Challadette, Savage Beauty, Challephen, Pictor, 
Escadru and many other stakes winners. 
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Probably the most important of Brann’s turf 
activities was his purchase of * Challenger U> 
who became one of the top sires in this country- 
producing among others such champions as 
Challedon and Gallorette. 

Desirous of obtaining a top sire for their 
farm, Brann sent Christopher J. FitzGerald to 
England, where ^Challenger II was purchased. 
The horse became available on the death of Lord 
Dewar. The reported price was $100,000, al¬ 
though it was never confirmed. Upon Dewars 
death, all *Challenger II’s engagements were 
voided and thus the horse was sold to Brann. 

^Challenger II led the sire list in 1944, 1945 
and 1946. His two greatest offsprings were 
Challedon, twice voted the Horse of the Year, 
winner of the Preakness and two Pimlico Sp&' 
cials, and Gallorette. Challedon was so honored 
in 1939 and 1940 for his many stake victories- 
Gallorette is the world’s leading money-winning 
mare and was acclaimed handicap champion o 
her sex. Brann later disposed of both champions, 
selling Challedon in 1948 to a syndicate headed 
by Ira Drymon for $250,000. The same year he 
sold Gallorette to Mrs. Marie Moore, of The 
Plains, Va. The price for Gallorette was not dis¬ 
closed. 

Brann raced many other horses, Pictor, being 
another outstanding star to carry his yello^ 
blocked silks. His horses were conditioned i n

ment that riders hold amateur certificates from 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association 
is of comparatively recent origin. Prior to that, 
the conditions specified riders acceptable to the 
Committee. The Committee is, therefore, merely 
reverting to the same rule under which the race 
originated. 

The Maryland Hunt Cup Committee wants 
to preserve the character of the race as a hunting 
fixture, run for sport and not for money. But 
it does feel that the mere fact that a man may 
derive his livelihood from participation in horse 
activities should be enough to disqualify him 
from riding in the Maryland Hunt Cup, if he 
is a bona fide fox hunting man and does not 
accept pay for riding races. It never was so re¬ 
garded in the past. 

The Maryland Hunt Cup Committee recog¬ 
nizes that it is impossible to find a wholly accept¬ 
able or satisfactory solution for this problem, 
but after careful consideration, it has adopted the 
following qualifications for riders in the Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup: 

1. Riders holding amateur licenses from the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Association and 
those eligible for the same. 

2. Members of recognized hunts not holding 
amateur licenses of the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association, whose avocation is fox 
hunting for pleasure and who, although they 
may derive their livelihood from horse activities, 
do not accept pay for riding in races. These 
may be permitted to ride, but it is to be under¬ 
stood in good faith, that no rider shall be paid 
either directly or indirectly for riding in the 
Hunt Cup. 
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Colorful Laurel Opening

on March 25, this year on March 23, and it seems 
only a matter of time until some genius thinks 
of opening on March 15, to take advantage of 
the last chance of some frenzied persons to get 
up the income tax. 

As Brooklyn’s third base coach remarked, on 
that memorable occasion when three runners 
wound up on that sack, "This ain’t good.” This 
year Laurel drew perfect weather for its opening, 
and for its first Saturday, but this is by no means 
the rule. Late March can be pretty rough in 
Maryland, and somebody’s race track can take 
a pretty good licking trying to run in it. 

I doubt if there is any longer a pressing need 
in Maryland to rush the season. While Havre 
de Grace existed, competition with the New 
Jersey tracks was all but fatal. But Bowie and 
Laurel, situated between Washington and Balti¬ 
more, can depend very little on Philadelphia 
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trade, and surely Baltimore is large enough to 
sustain Pimlico. As to horses, I couldn’t see that 
Laurel got any better ones by opening early. 

When this traveler got into Laurel on open¬ 
ing day, the first impression was that a mistake 
had been made. The infield was loaded wit 1 
what I can only call creatures, draped in yards 
and yards of flowing satin, and wearing on their 
heads things like pagodas, from which projected 
a half-dozen or so of long plumes.

it stands to reason, are people who don’t care 
much one way or another about racing. They 
don’t like it or dislike it; they’ve just never 
thought much about it, that’s all. But somebody, 
let’s say out in East Waterstop, Ohio, calls up 
a friend and says, "Hey, Bert, run down to the 
drug store and get a copy of Washington Con¬ 
fidential . Wow!” 

So, our boy Bert trots down to the corner, gets 
a copy, and reads it. When he reaches the part 
about Maryland racing, he certainly gets a clear 
and undistorted picture of the sport, doesn’t he? 

If Bert happens to be an unmitigated chowder- 
head—and we have a few in this country—he’s 
going to believe it. And then the army of mis¬ 
informed reformers, self-appointed guardians 
of the public welfare, and political vote-hounds 
can add another recruit to their ranks. Mean¬ 
while, racing—lacking a vigorous and concerted 
public relations program which would spread 
the truth around—sits on its collective stern and 
takes one more punch in the teeth. 

Well, suppose we dissect this little mudpie 
heaved by Messrs. Lait and Mortimer. I don’t 
know how much good it will do, but you can 
clip this and send it along to your maiden aunt 
in Wisconsin when she writes to ask if it’s true 
what they said about racing in Maryland. Who 
knows—we may save a soul. 

". . . There are five half-mile tracks in Mary¬ 
land, which run almost all year, with unknown 
plugs and has-beens, raced by 1 gypsy' horse¬ 
men. . . !’ 

There are four half-mile tracks in Maryland 
(Marlboro, Timonium, Cumberland and Hagers¬ 
town), one three-quarter-mile track (Bel Air), 
and three mile tracks (Pimlico, Laurel, and 
Bowie). 

Each of the five minor courses is allotted ex¬ 
actly ten dacing days by the Maryland State 
Racing Commission, or an annual total of exactly 
50 days. The season begins in July and concludes 
in September. 

As for the "unknown plugs and has-beens,” 
admittedly they are not in the same class with 
most of the horses campaigning on the milers, 
but then that’s why we have half-mile tracks. 
It gives the little guy in racing—the man who 
can’t afford fancy prices for high-class stock— 
a place to make a dollar and have his fun without 
bumping into Brookmeade or Calumet. 

After all, in racing as anywhere else—with 
the possible exception of the book-publishing 
field—you get what you pay for. 

And what about that sweeping generalization 
about "gypsy” horsemen? Oh sure, they exist all 
right, but they comprise only a part of the group 
which puts on the show. The vast majority of 
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them have homes and/or farms. Ever seen Mrs. 
George Saportas’ farm in Monkton, Mr. Lait? 
Have you, Mr. Mortimer? 

Well, this particular lady has been one of the 
top trainers on the half-mile circuit for quite 
a few summers now, and her establishment is 
scarcely that of a "gypsy horseman.” 

Moreover, the half-milers have been the 
schooling ground for many a respected horseman. 
Bowes and Bernie Bond, the State’s leading train¬ 
ers last year, both received their education by 
training their dad’s horses at the minor tracks. 
And most of the Christmas family started there, 
too. 

. . They own one or two nags, which they 
may have picked up for dog-meat money. . . !’ 

This is partially correct in that there are 
trainers who own only one or two horses. More 
power to ’em. 

I have owned a couple of cheap horses myself, 
and I mean real cheap. But even what I paid 
for them would have purchased more dog meat 
than the authors have ever seen. 

. . They train them themselves and often 
are their own jockeys. . . /' 

Owners, trainers and jockeys are licensed in¬ 
dependently by the State Racing Commission. 
In the last 15 years, there has been exactly one 
rider who also was licensed to train. He is Bill 
Passmore, who trains Bayard Sharpe’s steeple¬ 
chasers. He rides occasionally. 

.. It is not uncommon for thdm to live 
in the stables with their horses and even travel 
from track to track on the horses’ backs. . . !’ 

I’ve known small trainers who had to sleep 


on a cot in an empty stall. I knew one at Timo- 
nium just last winter. He was down on his 
luck, but he was far from down-hearted. And his 
horses ate before he did. The authors seem to 
infer that there is something faintly revolting 
about being poor. 

As for the latter part of their statement, there 
are no two half-mile tracks in this State less 
than 20 miles apart. Now can’t you just see Doc 
Ensor cantering down Route 1 on his way from 
Bel Air to Timonium? 

. .The entry fees at these tracks are as low 

as $ 10 ... r 

There are no entry fees at half-mile tracks. 

Nor, with the exception of stakes races, are 
there entry fees at any mile track in the United 
States.

At none of the five minor plants mentioned 
is there a single case of duplicate ownership* 
Each of the tracks is under the jurisdiction of the 
State Racing Commission, whose members are 
appointed by the Governor. 

As for who ’controls” them, Bel Air, for ex¬ 
ample, is run by G. Ray Bryson, a well-known 
breeder who has raced horses all over the country* 
Until just recently, Timonium, like Pimlico, was

Trotting Roster 

With the approach of the harness racing sea¬ 
son attention is directed to the growing industry 
of Standard-bred breeding in Maryland. In order 
that the Maryland Horse may present as 
comprehensive a picture as it is possible to ob¬ 
tain of the business we are asking the co-opera¬ 
tion of breeders in reporting names, locations 
and fees of Standard-bred stallions standing in 
the state. It is planned to publish a farm table 
in the near future, if it is possible to obtain the 
required information. 

Don Millar, Executive Vice-President of the 
United States Trotting Association, advises from 
his Columbus, Ohio, offices that registrations 
from Maryland in 1950 were surprisingly small. 
The Registrar, Ken McCarr, reports 25 Standard- 
bred males were registered and 38 females, with 
12 non-Standard males and 2 females being re¬ 
ported. Total registration for the state, which 
stands in fifteenth place as far as Standardbreds 
are concerned, was 45 weanlings and 24 year¬ 
lings. 

The Sires and Dams books for 1949 and 1950 
will help give some clue as to the number of 
Maryland owners of Standardbreds and other 
facts that will help complete our survey. At this 
writing only Symbol Gantle and Henry Volo, 
both standing at W. E. Miller’s Rosecroft Stock 
Farm; R. B. Brown’s Maryland Stock Farm pair 
of Portlight and Queen’s Mac; Dale Fetlow’s 
Dale McKylo, standing under Dick Case’s man¬ 
agement at Ocean Downs, and A. Bowdle High- 
ley’s Banner Hanover, standing near Cambridge, 
and known to be at stud in Maryland.

February 15 . To Washington this after¬ 
noon, to connect with the DC 4 flight to Miami, 
arriving here tonight to get ready for tomor¬ 
row’s sale of the Glen Riddle Farm Stable. To 
dinner at Miami Beach with Tyson Gilpin, Lad¬ 
die Dance and others. Town full and prices 
customarily high. 

February 16. To Hialeah Park early, 
there to check on final sales arrangements. Found 
Clay Sutphin showing Bruce Campbell what 
looked like the best buys for a frugal Scot. Had 
an excellent sale, with George Swinebroad back 
in harness after his California sickness. Had 
Laddie Dance selling stable gear for all it was 
worth and then some. Saw Ray Bryson looking 
well again, Mr. R. H. Heighe, George Brown 
and numerous other Marylanders. 

February 17. Talked by ’phone with Mr.
